AN  ACADEMIC 
TRADITION 

Modern  Catholic 
education   traces   its 
roots  n>  an  academic 
tradition  of  the  Catho- 
lic Church  that  recog- 
nizes the  legitimacy  of 
knowing  through  the 
intellect  and  through 
Faith.  It  is  an  academic 
tradition  that  depends 
on  the  intellect  and 
good  scholarship.  To 
use  Faith  as  a  substitute  tor  good  scholarship  would 
he  offensive  to  the  tradition  and  a  compromise  of 
Faith  and  scholarship. 

The  tradition  understands  that  there  is  a  distinc- 
tion between  Faith  and  reason  but  not  necessarily 
a  contradiction.  Faith  and  reason  are  two  ways  of 
knowing  and  each  can  exist  in  one  person  without 
conflict. 

TRUTH 

Truth  is  one  regardless  whether  it  is  science,  the- 
ology or  faith.  If  we  are  to  understand  Catholic 
education,  we  must  understand  that  the  Church  has 
a  profound  respect  for  the  true  and  a  love  of  those 
who  come  to  her  seeking  truth  and  training  in  the 
scholarly  arts  of  literacy  and  numeracy.  It  is  a  fact 
that  she  has  been  betrayed,  sometimes  by  her  own 
teachers,  some  of  whom  have  used  their  office  for 
sinful  and  selfish  ends.  Nevertheless,  modern  edu- 
cation probing  the  mystery  of  how  we  come  to 
know,  would  be  remiss  if  it  did  not  examine  the 
rich  treasure  of  educational  principles,  resources 
and  pedagogy  that  the  Church  holds  as  heritage. 

A  PEDAGOGY 

For  example  the  Church  advocates  the  peda- 
gog)  of  St.  John  Bosco,  a  nineteenth  centuiy  saint 
and  educator  who  believed  that  every  classroom 
should  be  a  place  of  reason,  religion  and  kindness. 
Reason,  because  the  student  is  intellectual  and  pos- 
sesses the  power  of  reason.  Religion  because  God 


the  ultimate  reality  is  continually  creating  the  world. 
Kindness. because  students  learn  best  in  a 
kind  and  gentle  atmosphere. 

PHILOSOPHY 

There  is  a  philosoph)  that  guides  Catholic  educa- 
tion. A  philosophy  begins  with  a  consideration  of 
things  persons,  acts  and  relationships  in  their  pri- 
mary elements.  Philosophy  addresses  such  questions 
as: 

What  is  the  nature  of  things'.'  of  persons'.' 
What  actions  might  we  expect  logically  from 
persons  and  things'.' 

How  do  persons  and  things  relate  to  ow  an- 
other? 

The  Great  Books,  the  movements  that  have  de- 
cided the  course  of  history  or  affected  and  effected 
the  way  society  has  organized  itself,  invariabh  be- 
gin with  a  philosophy.  Likewise,  education  in  On- 
tario, if  it  is  to  have  expectations  of  its  graduates 
must  agree  on  the  answers  to  certain  basic  philo- 
sophical questions  such  as: 

What  is  the  nature  of  the  person  being  edu- 
cated? 

What  outcomes  do  we  expect? 
Why  do  we  want  to  educate? 
How  does  eduction  relate  to:  family,  our  neigh 
hours,  our  ability  to  be  producthe.' 
Catholic  education  is  as  contemporary  as  other 
educational  traditions  in  our  Province.  We  use  cur- 
rent resources  and  our  teachers  are  familiar  with  the 
latest  research  and  empirical  findings  of  science.  As 
well,  we  are  enriched  by  the  Scriptures,  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Church,  the  lives  of  great  teachers  and 
academics  who  have  integrated  the  Gospel  with  their 
scholarship. 

A  clear  and  demonstrable  educational  alternative 
is  available  to  the  citizens  of  Ontario.  An  alterna- 
tive which  not  only  has  a  history  of  producing  schol- 
ars and  well-educated  citizens  but  an  alternative 
which  has  the  experience  and  knowledge  to  educate 
and  direct  the  young  towards  responsible  and  pro- 
ducts e  personal  lives. 

Our  schools  arc  agents  of  change.  We  expect  our 
graduates  to  make  a  difference  in  their  society,  to  be 
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competent  students  well  prepared  for  further  study; 
people  who  have  good  morals  and  have  sound  rea- 
sons prompting  them  to  live  morally  good  lives  per- 
sonally and  to  make  just  decisions  concerning  busi- 
ness. Such  loft}  aims  and  objectives  depend  on  a 
support  structure  of  Church  and  home.  Catholic 
schools  integrate  their  Theology  into  all  aspects  of 
their  operation:  their  community,  then  academic  pro- 
gram, their  school  acti\  ities.  Catholic  schools  do  not 
teach  Catholic  Geometry  nor  Catholic  French.  How- 
ever, each  subject  area  of  the  curriculum  is  integrated 
with  our  Theology  and  our  practice  of  Catholicism. 
Thus  our  Science.  Mathematics.  Art  describe  a 
realit)  which  has  been  and  is  being  created. 

CATHOLIC  SCHOOLS  -  INDIVIDUAL  SCI- 
ENCES AND  THEIR  INTERRELATIONS 
In  a  Catholic  school,  individual  scientific  areas  op- 
erate within  and  according  to  their  in  ductive  and 
deductive  terms  of  reference.  Without  such  proce- 
dures our  academics  would  be  suspect. Other  aca- 
demic traditions  may  see  their  educational  obliga- 
tion completed  with  the  delivery  of  a  scientific  con- 
clusion. A  Catholic  school  must  complete  the  pur- 
suit of  reality  and  excellence  through  reference  to  its 
Theology,  the  obligation  of  love  of  God  as  Creator 
and  Father  and  the  obligation  injustice  to  love  neigh- 
bour. 

The  Catholic  Academic  Tradition  prompts  us  to 
relate  all  truth  to  the  source  of  truth  itself.  Thus,  we 
discover  continually  an  interrelatedness  of  everything 
we  teach. It  is  the  experience  of  the  Catholic  Academic 
Tradition  that  no  one  Science  stands  alone:  Science. 
Literature,  Art  and  Theology  have  the  common  task 
of  revealing  the  true.  Each  must  be  true  to  its  meth- 
ods and  procedures  and  be  related  dependently  on 
the  others  without  compromise;  all  must  find  them- 
selves  interrelated  in  a  way  which  causes  truth  to  be 
enhanced. 

KNOWLEDGE  MUST  RELATE 

Father  Wilfred  Dwyer  C.S.B.  a  Catholic  Edu- 
cator of  note,  described  Catholic  Education  in  one  of 
his  lectures  : 

Not  to  know  the  relative  disposition  of  things  is 
the  state  of  a  slave  or  a  child.  To  have  mapped 
the  universe,  to  have  illustrated  the  relationship 
between  Science.  Literature.  Art  and  Theology 


is  the  boast  or  at  least  the  aim  of  Catholic 
Education. 

The  nature  of  Catholic  Education  is  to  relate  all  truth. 
I  heolog)  is  not  confined  to  Sunda\  nor  are  the  con- 
clusions of  Science  free  o\  a  relationship  to 
Theology.

Catholic  Schools  are  similar  to  other  schools  in 
that  thej  have  man)  events  that  make  up  the  life  of 
the  school.  However  there  is  an  essential  difference. 
It  is  precise!}  in  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  taking  root  in 
the  minds  and  lues  of  the  faithful,  that  the  ( !atholic 
School  finds  its  definition  as  it  comes  to  terms  with 
the  cultural  conditions  of  the  limes.  The  Catholic 
School  teaches  its  pupils  to  discern  in  the  voices  of 
the  Linn  erse.  the  Creator  w  horn  it  reveals  and.  in  the 
conquests  of  Science  to  know  God  and  man  better. 
(The  Congregation  lor  Catholic  Education. The 
Catholic  School.  Rome  1977)  Catholic  Academic 
programs  pursue  the  relative  disposition  of  things, 
be  it  theology  and  mathematics  or  science  and  art. 
to  do  less  would  be  to  confine  our  students  to  igno- 
rance or  expose  them  to  the  risk  of  not  know  ing  the 
complete  truth.  In  Catholic  Eduction  there  is  no  con- 
flict in  truth;  truth  is  cherished  and  treasured  wher- 
ever it  is  discovered.  Relating  all  know  ledge  to  truth 
does  not,  in  any  way  compromise  the  independence 
or  the  methods  or  procedures  so  much  a  part  of  the 
dndividual  science.  Rather  it  questions  not  onl) 
whether  methods,  procedures  and  conclusions  work 
technologically  but  also  whether  the\  are  true,  good 
and  just. 

The  scholarship  of  the  Catholic  School  is  not  lim- 
ited to  empirical  investigation.  Rather,  it  is  still  able 
to  be  empirical  and  still  be  inspired  to  excellence 
and  responsibility  through  its  relation  to  all  branches 
of  knowledge,  to  all  truth.  The  abundant  proof  of 
such  a  statement  is  illustrated  in  the  scholarshoip 
and  discoveries  o(  Catholic  scholars  and  research 
scientists  and  the  constant  concern  of  our  Catholic 
Schools  for  academic  excellence  and  justice.

In  1943  a  young  boy  of  thirteen  entered  a  door 
marked  "'Students  Entrance"  to  the  St.  Michael's 
College  School  building  on  Bay  Street  just  two 
blocks  south  of  the  busy  intersection  at  Bloor. 

At  a  time  when  the  war  effort  was  reaching  its 
peak  in  Toronto,  young  Arthur  Joseph  Holmes 
stepped  into  the  busy  corridor  of  the  school  one 
September  morning.  In  1943  the  building  was 
forty-  one  years  old  and  had  the  look  of  Victorian 
origin.  To  the  left  he  could  see  the  door  marked 
•"Principal's  Office"  and  to  his  right  as  he  stood 
there,  he  saw  a  statue  of  Our  Blessed  Mother 
which  dominated  the  intersecting  corridors.  Surg- 
ing around  him  were  the  students,  all  of  whom 
were  bigger  than  he.  and  to  this  youngster .  who 
was  small  in  stature,  some  appeared  to  be  grown 
up  men.  His  curious  eyes  took  in  all  this,  for  he 
was  a  curious  boy  and  he  saw  among  the  students, 
black  robed  figures  moving  down  the  corridor 
with  urgency  and  authority,  their  cassocks  swirl- 
ing around  them.These  were  the  Basilian  Priests 
who  were  the  teachers  in  this  school. 

Arthur  was  possessed  of  a  brilliant  mind  and 
soon  found  favour  with  his  teachers. His  math- 
ematics teachers  especially  found  that  they  could 
call  upon  Art  and  receive  a  correct  answer.  Art 
was  a  student  who  could  reduce  ideas  to  bare 
bones  and  expose  the  basic  concepts  concisely. 


Art  soon  became  involved  in  athletics  and  though 
small  of  stature  his  quickness  and  agility  made 
him  a  leader  on  the  field.  Later  he  was  to  become 
a  good  coach  and  a  Director  of  Athletics  at  St. 
Mikes. 

Upon  graduation  Art  did  what  was  most  logi- 
cal to  him.  that  was  to  become  a  priest  and  a 
teacher  and  so  joined  the  Basilian  Fathers  whom 
he  had  come  to  know  and  admire  .After  ordina- 
tion in  1957.  Father  Art  taught  at  St.  Michael's 
and  later  spent  twelve  years  at  St.  Charles'  Col- 
lege in  Sudbury  .  Ontario  and  returned  to  Toron- 
to's St.  Mike's. 

His  students  saw  him  as  an  able,  dedicated 
and  intense  mathematics  teacher  -  the  ultimate 
professional  math  teacher ,  who  could  inspire  both 
the  highest  and  the  lowest  in  the  class.  He  sought 
out  those  in  mathematical  difficulties  and  brought 
a  special  talent  to  cure  their  ills.  He  was  referred 
to  lovingly  as  The  Math  Doctor.  Father  Art  cher- 
ished his  love  for  math  and  blended  it  with  his 
love  for  sports  as  he  worked  on  probabilities  and 
averages  of  teams  and  players.  Father  Holmes  was 
a  man  of  the  people  and  had  great  sympathy  with 
those  who  had  problems  and  spent  many  hours 
counselling  souls. 

Father  Holmes  died  of  a  heart  attack  while  out  of 
town  on  vacation  last  July;  it  was  fifty-  one  years 
after  he  had  passed  through  The  ""Students  En- 
trance" that  he  entered  the  portals  of  heaven.  R.I.P.

For  the  graduates,  today  is  a  day  of  mixed  emotion:  thejo)  ol  finally 
finishing  high  school,  the  fear  and  excitement  of  growing  up  laced  with  new 
responsibilities,  coupled  with  the  sadness  ol  having  to  say  good-bye  to  the 
faces  we  have  spent  five  years  saying  hello  to  every  morning.  We  have  all 
grown  up  together  since  that  Wednesday  in  September.  1990,  when 
Mr.Prendergast  first  summoned  us  to  "proceed  to  your  homerooms  and  pre- 
pare foi  morning  prayer",  and  our  shared  experiences  have  seen  us  develop 
into  a  family  of  180  brothers.  Who  can  forget  the  years  spent  together,  the 
games,  the  study  sessions,  the  Bubba-Lou.  the  Hoikety-Choik,  the  weekends. 
the  exams,  the  spares  in  the  cafe,  lunch  .11  Fatso's,  world  championship  calcetto 
on  the  tennis  courts 'Today  when  we  receive  0111  diplomas,  we  take  with  us  as 
well  all  these  memories  -  memories  which  will  last  a  lifetime.  And  when  we 
look  back  on  our  years  at  St.Michael's.  it  will  he  these  memories  which  re- 
mind us  ot  the  St. Mike's  tradition  forever:  Joe  Baring's  impressive  stack  of 
Blue  notes,  Paul  Fitzpatrick's  hard  hat.  Charlie  Giordano's  cheers.  Mike 
Gleeson's  work  ethic,  Dave  Veneziano's  100's,  Mike  Loreto's  pick-off  move, 
Simon  Woii\  unique  name.  and.  of  course,  Charles  Park's  Grad  Blue  Jay  game. 
As  we  stand  here  tor  the  last  time  as  a  class,  we  need  only  look  around  at  the 
friends  we  have  made  and  the  experiences  we  have  shared  to  realize  why  com- 
ing to  St.Mike's  was  one  of  the  besi  dec  isions  we  could  evei  have  made. 

I  01  eachoi  us.  the  Double  Blue  of  St.Mike's  means  something  differ- 
ent, bm  all  those  differences  can  be  capsulized  into  one  word:  "pride".  Double 
Blue  pride  for  some  was  the  thrill  of  victor)  on  the  football  field,  in  the  Raider- 
Dome,  and  ill  the  arena.  Our  years  here,  liom  1990  to  1995,  saw  SMC  capture 
an  almost  unbelievable  numbei  ol  league  championships:  in  Track  and  Cross- 


country, in  Basketball,  in  Hockey,  in  Football,  in  Volleyball,  and  nearly  every 
oilier  spurl  we  tried  our  hand  at.  We  sent  teams  to  the  SkyDome  for  piovincial 
championships  in  Football  and  most  recently  for  Baseball.  But.  for  the  Class  of 
1995,  the  pride  of  the  Double  Blue  did  nol  stop  there.  Oui  debaters,  our  Rcach-I'or-  , 
the  Toppers,  our  Math  club  members,  and  the  talented  crop  ol  actors  and  musi- 1 
s  in  the  drama  and  music  departments  also  were  victorious  in  their  endeavours,  In 
community  at  large.  St.Mike's  continued  lo  churn  oui  champions.  Pro] 
such  as  Meals  on  Wheels.  Oui  ol  the  Cold,  the  Green  Council.  Students  foi  I  ife.and 
Ihe  Good  Shepherd  Refuge  all  showed  that  Si  Michael's  men  can  put  int" 
those  Christian  ideals  and  principles  upon  which  the  Basihans  founded  our  school  143 
years  ago. 

I  he  personal  pride  that  each  of  us  has  in  the  Si. Michaels'  tradition  can  be 
seen  in  our  academic  successes  Willi  die  education  we  have  received,  most  ol  us 
continue  on  next  year  lo  universities  around  the  continent.  Armed  with  knowle 
gleaned  by  listening  to  our  teachers/philosophers,  who  encouraged  us  to  "read 

book  man'"  and  to  "look  at  the  blue  spruce",  we  are  able  lo  continue  on ]. on ■ 

wherevei  they  may  lake  us.  Five  years  have  taught  i 
the  "ministry-approved"  things  we  were  supposed  t 
learn:  selling  the  derivative  to  zero  in  calculus,  mak- 
ing a  contour  map  in  geography,  evaluating  I  INF  I 
economics,  and  charting  the  rise  and  fall  of  ancient 
Greece  in  history.  The  teachers  ol  St.Mike's.  however, 
taught  us  much  more  than  jusl  that.  Since  grade  nine. 
we  have  learned:  the  history  ol  the  JFK  plot,  the  art  of 
Kung-Fu.  the  difference  between  diess  shoes  and  black 
running  shoes,  and  the  exact  numbers  of  hours  a  stu- 
dent can  let  his  beard  grow  before  being  sent  lo  214  by 
Mr.Dignan.  Most  importantly,  though,  we  have  learned 
how  lo  think  for  ourselves,  to  make  decisions,  and  lo 
be  responsible  for  our  actions.  Long  aftei  the  contents 
ot  the  Physics  text  book  have  been  forgotten  i  perhaps 
they  already  have),  we  will  retain  thai  aspect  of  our 
education.

Especially  t 
day.  we  should  take  lime  lo  remember  those  who  will  not  be  back  in  the  Si  Mike'- 
communit)  next  year  our  former  principal  Fr.Dennis  Foy,  and  our  expert  on  the  I 
arts  I  i  Robert  McKmnon.  both  of  whom  are  retiring.  Mr.Mike  Zahra  (who  wasar 
with  us  and  leaves  with  us  as  graduates)  and  Mr.James  Oalt.  both  of  w  bom  are  explor- 
ing further  educational  opportunities,  and  our  chaplain  Fr.Joe  Grasso.  w  hois  lea\  ing 
after  one  year  of  showing  us  that  you  can  be  a  pnest  and  still  be  cool.  We  lhank  these 
men  and  all  those  who  have  offered  so  much  to  us  for  five  years.  But.  most  impor- 
tantly, we  should  lhank  ourselves  foi  striving  to  succeed  and  perservering  for  the  | 
five  years   As  we  hauled  ourselves  out  of  bed  each  morning  al  6:3(1.  we  proh 
wondered  if  it  was  all  worth  it.  Today,  and  every  day  after,  as  we  continue  our  jo 
ney's  as  St.Mike's  alumni,  we  will  see  exactly  what  the  St.Michael's  education  I 
done  for  us.

Mr.  Jerry  Howarth  spoke  to  the 
students  on  the  values  that  St.  Michael's  was  giving  us,  and  armed  with  a 
new  consciousness  the  Council  organized  a  massive  used  clothing  drive 
for  Out  Of  The  Cold  and  its  partner  organisations.  On  the 
social  scene,  students  of  all  grades  participated  in  both  the 
Blue  Blizzard  Semi-Formal  and  the  Two-Floor  Tornado,  which 
contradicted  their  classification  as  natural  disasters. 

With  the  spring  came  warmer  weather  and  a  new 
enthusiasm  for  what  was  to  come.  As  well  as  the  usual  Grub 
Days,  students  were  entertained  by  the  amazing  talents  of 
their  peers  at  the  annual  Rock  Nite.  As  the  end  of  the  year 
was  in  clear  view  (and  confidentials  were  already  in),  the 
graduating  students  began  their  final  preparations  with 
retreats  and  collective  planning  of  their  Graduation  Formal 
and  graduation  ceremony.  Both  these  events  were  successful 
as  they  provided  the  Class  of  1995  with  an  opportunity  to 
look  forward  optimistically  and  reminisce  with  fondness. 

As  with  the  karmic  cycle  of  life,  the  old  is 
replaced  with  the  new.  As  with  the  1994-94  Student 
Council,  their  term  had  to  come  to  an  end,  and  a  new 
Council  had  to  be  welcomed.  We  wish  the  new  Student 
Council  the  best  of  luck  in  the  new  year,  and  hope  that 
their  hard  work  is  met  with  the  same  enthusiasm  that 
St.  Michael's  gave  us.

The  Blue 
Lights  have  always  been 
among  the  most  feared  and 
respected  teams  in  the 
Toronto  league  and  the  '94- 
'95  season  was  no  exception. 
Because  of  its  status  as  the 
defending  Toronto 

Champion,  St.  Michael's  was 
granted  the  unprecedented 
opportunity  to  enter  two 
senior  teams  into  the  league 
(SMC  'A'  and  SMC  'B'). 
Thanks  in  large  part  to  the 
efforts  of  the  moderator,  Mrs. 
Pat  Boland,  both  St. 
Michael's  teams  dominated 
regular  season  play  against 
Jaryis  Collegiate,  Loretto 
Abbey,  North  Toronto,  and 
arch  riyal  Leaside,  to  name  a 
few.  SMC  'A'  proceeded  to 
capture  the  league 
Championship,  which 
qualified  them  for  the  32- 
team  Ontario  Provincial 
Playoffs  at  the  University  of 
Toronto. 

After  the  preliminary 
1 1  ga  me  playoff  round  at  the 
Provincials,  SMC  was 
ranked  fourth  in  Ontario. 
However,  the  Blue  Lights 
were  defeated  in  the  quarter- 
finals by  Turner-Fenton  of 
Brampton.  Despite  its 
disappointing  conclusion, 
L994-1995  was  one  of  the 
most  successful  seasons  in 
recent  memory.

I  have  considered  using  this  space  to  e 
ther  discuss  the  theme  of  this  book,  u 
eflts  of  a  good  Catholic  education,  or  fl 
of  the  past  year,  however  others  have  already 
chosen  to  do  so  (See  pages  2. 86.  and  140)  There- 
fore after  much  indecision  I  have  chosi 
insistence  of  the  senior  Tower  staff.  I 
opportunity  to  educate,  enlighten,  and  Inform  by 
dispelling  several  persisting  yearbook  myths. 

Myth  1:  All  the  one  hundred  and  forty- 
four  pages,  cover,  and  end  pages  of  the  year- 
book are  produced  during  a  two  week  span  ei- 
ther before  Christmas,  or  during  March  Break,  or 
during  a  weekend  among  June  exams. 

This  is  the  best  joke  going  at  the  moment. 
The  work  on  the  yearbook  begins  the  first  week 
back  at  school  and  does  not  stop  until  the  final 
week  in  June.  It  begins  with  choosing  a  dedicated 
staff,  teaching  them  something  about  layout  and 
quickly  leads  to  our  first  deadline  of  the  school 
year,  usually  in  December.  All  those  long  days  and 
late  night  work  sessions  continue  all  year,  not  just 
when  we  feel  the  crunch. 

Myth  2:  The  reason  the  yearbook  has  a 
fall  delivery  is  that  the  yearbook  staff  is  too  lazy 
to  finish  the  job  on  time. 

Nothing  is  further  from  the  truth!  We 
choose  a  fall  delivery  for  the  sake  of  all  students, 
especially  for  our  Graduates,  because  the  book 
is  more  current  than  a  book  delivered  at  the  end 
of  the  year  (Believe  it!)  All  those  other  schools  that 
choose  June  deliveries  must  have  their  yearbooks 
completed  by  March.  Choosing  a  fall  delivery 
allows  us  to  include  all  those  events  which  others 
may  deem  Insignificant  but  which  we  consider 
important,  like  the  soccer  team,  the  baseball 
team.  Prentice  Cup  at  the  Dome,  the  Formal,  and 
Graduation,  allowing  the  Tower  to  fully  reflect  the 
past  year  at  SMC  in  its  entirety.  If  these  items  were 
not  included,  students  would  have  to  wait  until 
the  end  of  the  following  school  year  to  see  them. 

Myth  3:  Deadlines  are  flexible. 

There  is  a  reason  they  are  called  dead- 
lines. Our  deadlines  are  non-negotiable,  and  we 
dare  not  miss  one  of  them.  Missed  deadlines  slow 
the  entire  process  down,  pushing  the  delivery 
back  dramatically,  and  it  may  cost  more  for  fur- 
ther corrections.  For  this  reason  we  set  up  our 
plans  for  each  deadline  with  all  our  requirements 
in  mind,  which  reldtes  directly  to  the  next  year- 
book myth,  number  four. 

Myth  4:  if  something  does  not  make  it  in 
for  one  deadline,  it  can  always  be  sent  with  an- 
other. 

We  in  the  publishing  biz  make  measure- 
ments in  picas,  speak  with  terms  like  the  ladder, 
pantone,  and  natural  spreads,  and  our  build  our 
books  with  signatures.  A  signature  consists  of  a 
set  of  sixteen  pages  sewn  together,  with  a  series 
of  signitures  attached  together  to  form  the  en- 
tire book.  To  see  the  nine  signatures  of  this  book, 
examine  the  area  protected  by  the  spine.  These 
small  books  are  what  dictate  which  pages  are 
sent  for  a  deadline.  Signatures  must  be  delivered 
as  a  whole,  so  we  cannot  send  your  team  pic- 
ture or  grad  write-up  with  the  next  deadline. 

As  I  work  through  the  continual  bad 
i  this  final  week  of  June,  I  can  only  hope 
that  this  insight  into  the  world  of  publishing  has 
been  as  thrilling  to  read  as  it  has  been  to  write
